Fire Island, N. Y., Jan. 3.—Plans hc 
removal tomorrow of 200 seriously 
wounded soldiers still aboard the 


east snowstorm set in at 9:30 o'clock 
tonight. Coast guard officers feared 
that unless the storm abated it would 
be impossible to take off the wounded 
men. 

As the blizzard developed the ‘lights 
of the rescue fleet standing by outside 
the bar were obscured and even the

BERLIN, Thursday, Jan. 2.—[By the 
Associated Press.)—A protest against 
the “abject surrender to the Poles” 
which is advocated by Herr Ernst of 
the Prussian ministry is printed by 
the Zeitung Am Mittag today.

FATE OF CAPTIVE 


Efforts to Trace Lieut. 
W.H. Shearman 
Jr. Fail. 


Seeming inability of the war depart- 
men to get definite information from 
Germany concerning wounded Amer- 
ican soldiers is alarming the parents 
and friends of a young Chicago aviator 


unofficially credited with destroying 
five enemy planes and several sausage 
balloons behind the German lines, who 
was shot down, severely wounded, and 


no man can tell what may, happen 


taken prisoner. 

Second Lieutenant William H. Shear- 
man Jr., son of- Mr. and Mrs. William 
Ii. Shearman, 5489 Cornell avenue, was 
officially reported as being a prisoner 
in the German prison-camp at Rastatt, 
Baden, in the Black forest, about 150 
miles from the French frontier. For 
weeks his parents friends were 


‘without any news whatsoever concern- 


ing him. No announcement of his cap- 
ture had come from the war depart- 
ment. 

Letter Tells of Capture. 

The young aviator’s father appealed 
to influential friends in October in an 
effort to find out his son's fate. After 
an investigation in which the Red 
Cross was called into action, the aero- 
nauties section of the war department 
gave out the information that young 
Shearman was in the German prison 


camp. The following letter, dated Nov. 
2, was received from Col. Franklin R. 


Kenny of the aeronautics department, 
who formerly was the Chicago recruit- 
ing officer, addressed to H. H. Merrick’ 
of the Central Trust company of ITil- 
nois: 

“Replying to your letter of Oct. 30 
to Maj. Gen. Kenly, he desires me to 
inform you that he has received the 
following concerning Second Lieut. 
William H. Shearman Jr.: 

“The adjutant general of the army 
states that Lieut. Shearman Jr. is held 
prisoner in the German camp at Ras- 
tatt, and that he is rather severely 
wounded. This word was received by 
the Red Cross via Berne, Switzerland, 
on Oct. 24.”

In diphtheria, scarlet fever, whooping 
cough, and measles the sputum, other 
mouth secretions, and vomit should be 
received in cloths, handkerchiefs, or tow- 
els. These should be burned. If it is 


necessary to save them, pour boiling wa-. 


them for half an hour, after 
which wash them in hot water and soap. 

In typhoid fever, diarrhea, and dysen- 
tery; the bowel movements and the urine 
should be sterilized with chemicals. In 


‘meningitis and infantile paralysis the. 


mouth and nose secretions must be 


‘burned and:the bowel movements and 


urine must be sterilized by chemicals. 
In the diarrheas of babies the diapers 
must be placed at once in a closed vessel 
containing chemical disinfectants. 

In many highly contagious diseases 
the bath water must be sterilized with 
chemicals, About the best chemical 
disinfectant. is chloride of lime. Place 
three ounces of lime strong in chlorine 
in’ one gallon of water. Add this to 
urine in equal parts and permit to 
stand covered for one hour. To disin- 


‘fect feces add about two parts of dis- 


infectant solution for each part of feces, 
Mix thoroughly and allow to stand in a 
covered vessel for two hours. 

If chloride of lime is not available add 
to the bowel movement about an equal 
quantity of boilimg water and then add 
a cup of fresh unslaked lime. Allow 
the mixture to stand two hours. 

A good disinfectant when bleaching ts 
objectiona&le is formalin, thirteen ounces ; 
rr, one gallon. Or crude carbolic 
seven ounces ; water, one gallon.

_ senting Noyes Waterman, a half broth- 
_er of the late Circuit court judge. 

Sol Rubin, with an_ office in the 
Chamber of Commerce building, looms 
up as a star witness, according to one 
of the affidavits made by J. Manasse, 
an investigator. An anonymous tele- 
phone call, which finally led to Rubin, 

also figures in the affidavit. 

When Attorney Patterson finished 
making his motion for a new trial At- 
torney Nathan. G. Moore, representing 
the Moody church, who had been read- 
ing the affidavits presented by Attor- 
ney Patterson, rose to address the 
court. 


Calls Affidavits Important. 


“The statements set forth in these 
affidavits, if they prove to be true, are 
really serious enough to warrant a new 
rule,” declared Attorney Moore.

““TIn cookery this fact should be re-| 
membered above all others: a good cook | 
never wastes. It is her pride to make} 
the most of everything in the shape | 
of food intrusted to her care and her 
vieasure to serve it in the most ap-| 
petizing form.

The county commissioners desire 
more revenue. They intimated they 
will ask an increase of 10 cents¥in the 
tax rate, which will net an cnnpa esti- 
_mated income of $1,170,000. is will 
be a boost from 45 to 65 cents for 
the corporate purposes of the county, 


. the legislature having increased the. 


county rate from 40 to 45 cents in 1815. 
Members of the legislature from 
Oook county listened to the. pleas of 
the commissioners yesterday in their 
assembly room, with the result that 
‘the commissioners were told by Sena- 
tors Long, Hull, Representatives Sme}- 
kal, Sadier, and others to “ prepare a 
concrete plan.” Senator Glackin and 
Assistant County Treasurer Lindheim- 
er expresed a fear of boosting taxes 
without a definite showing that the 
money is urgently needed. 

No one questioned the representa- 
tion that the county ts in financial dif- 
ficulties. It has spent all of fts cur- 
rent income this year and the money 
received from the sale of tax antici- 
pation warrants totaling $4,500,000, and 


in addition has unpaid bills of up. 


wards of $800,000. On top of this, it 
was urged that salaries should be In- 
creased this year, and county services 
should be improved ana extended.

“Every one is fin favor of increasing 
salaries,” said Senator Barbour, “but 
you will be courting Bolshevism and 
anarchy among the taxpayers if you 
place unnecessary burdens on them. 
Haven't you any plans for reducing ex- 
penses? ” 

Assistant Treasurer said 
that the property owners are now dis- 
counting what they expect the legis- 
lature will do. - 

-“These owners are now boosting 
rents from 10 to 25 per cent, in an- 
ticipation of a tax raise,” he said, but 


‘previously had made a plea for higher 
county salaries. 


“You can be certain that any money 


- given the county board will be well 


spent,” promised President Reinberg. 
“The taxpayers of the loop have been 
invited to watch the making of our 
budget, and the present board will pro- 
teot the taxpayers.” 

Seek Outside Work. 


County Recorder Haas said that $7 
per cent of his employés have notified 
him in the last two weeks that they 
are looking for outside employment. 

One legislator attempted to get 
Judge Taylor to say what salary 
achedule he would recommend, if more 


‘money were. at the disposal of the 


county. He replied: “If I were a pri. 
vate corporation I woud pay $135 a 
month to those now receiving $110, or 
I would go out of business.” 

Senator Glackin, who is an ardent 
advocate of good salaries, cautioned 
the commissioners to go slow. He 
went on: “See where you can save. 
You cannot place a burden on real 
estate that it cannot stand.” 

Senator Long viewed the discussion 
as follows: “I had expected to re. 
ceive a concrete plan. It is your con- 
cern to decide upon your salary roll; 
that is not my responsibility. Prepare 
your budget, decide what you want, 
and submit it to us in definite shape.”

Professional Bouts Need- 
ed to Stimuldte Ama- 
teur Tests of Skill. 


,Senator Kessinger of the Four 
teenth district was the youngest man 
ever elected to the upper branch of 
the state legislature. He is known as 
a Chautauqua lecturer, newspaper ed- 
itor, and a power in the state senate.

a better evening’s entertainment and is 
cleaner, livelier sport than one bout 
Lovers of the gen- 
uine clean sport go to see skill, speed, 
and art demonstrated rather than an 


- endurance contest. 


“The boxing cimigttenton should con- 
sist of men who will serve without pay. 
Five or three big sportsmen can be 
found in the state who will be glad 
to serve on such a commission because 
of their love of the game and not from 
any selfish motive. A paid secretary 


ean be appointed or some clerk al- 


ready at Springfield under Gov. Low- 
den’s new code government, which has 
saved the state thousands of dollars. 
This clerk, under the bill, can be des- 


ignated secretary of the commission. . 


Reformers Change Opinions. 


“Members of the Y. M. C. A. and 
other similar organizations who have 
geen the benefits of boxing in the can- 
tonments have changed their minds 
about the sport. 

“It looks as if the country will go | 
*dry.’ Red blooded men and women, 
too, need clean amusements. The mo- 
tion picture shows closed thousands of 
saloons in the great cities. Boxing and 
every clean amusement will help fur- 


nish substitutes for the social side of 
‘the American saloon. 


“Without stopping to argue about 


diquor, the saloon was a club, a place a 


man could cash his. check, a place 
where there was warmth and good fel- 
lowship. It was a place where men 
liked to meet and talk and sing. 


Bouts for Returned Soldiers. 


“Two million young men are return- 
ing from the rigors and intense activity 
of military life. They will be changed 
men and few of them arm chair fel- 
lows. They will stand for fair play 
and clean fighting. They are for bex- 
ing, but along with other good citizens 
they want clean sport, and only a bill 
providing for clean boxing has a 
chance in the Illinois legislature.

ALTIMORE, Md., Dec. 23.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Boxing in Maryland, and 
especially in Baltimore city, 
flourishes under an old law per- 

mitting sparring with gloves but for- 
bidding bare knuckle fights. The game 
is confined almost entirely to Balti- 
more city and Cumberland, other towns 
in the state, with the exception of an 
occasional event at Annapolis, not tak- 
ing much stock in it, 

The boxing matches in Baltimore 
are conducted by incorporated clubs 
and all matches and exhibitions are 
under the strictest police supervision. 
Chief of Police Carter and Assistant 
Chief Sam House. not only regulate 
the game, but one or the other is near- 
ly always present at the bouts. | 

Boxing Not Harmful. 

Chief Carter says the sport is per- 
mitted because it is an athletic game 
and no more harmful when properly 


/ conducted as it is in this city than foot- 


ball aiid some other athletic sports. 

The rules governing the game, says 
‘the chief, are made by the board of po- 
lice commissioners and enforced by the 
chief of police and his assistant, who 
issue: the permits, examine the con- 
tracts between the boxers, see that 
the boxers undergo a medical physical 
examination within twenty-four hours 
of the bout, and, in, fact, regulate the 
entire exhibitions. 


Outsiders Barred. 

Only Baltimore city men are per- 
mitted. to hold active membership in 
the clubs or promote or manage the 
exhibitions. Failure of certain outside 
fight promoters to square themselves 
with the boxers or to Keep their con- 
tracts to the letter and rule resulted 
in their being barred from further op- 
erations in this city. 

Boxers coming from another city to 
engage in a bout here must be in Balti- 
more twenty-four hours before the 
event and undergo rigid physical: ex- 
amination. 

Sport Well Conducted. 

Asa result of the complete police reg- 
ulations the sport in Baltimore is clean 
and well conducted. While America 
was in the war a ban was placed on the 
sport, but the game has now been 
resumed.
